leg. shattering the bone. As he fell several guiyco.its rescued the flag, and 
tbeu Jack's remaining chum helped him to safety.

Union army back Jack gave all the money he had—S4.50—to be hoisted on the 
back of au artillery wagon horse, aud to save his wounded leg as much as 
possible he had to ride backward, with one Uaud on the animal's tail and the 
other on his collar. 


-It was 0 o'clock at night before he was taken off the borse, and the sur- 


geons wanted to cut oft" his leg right there, but he wouldn't have it and was 
'Jolted to a Washington hospital, which he reached at 2 o'clock the nest after- 
noon. 


"He says that the finest experience of his life was -when a Sister of Mercy 


; washed his face for him. He was In the hospital only a month and then went 
right back and fought all through the rest of the war without getting even a 
•cratch."

him an old flint lock musket that has 
been the property of the state associ- 
ation for many years, and which has 
been on exhibition at all the reunions.

the following story to the Advocate, 
which will be read with great inter- 
est.

thrilling ride by 
Lieutenant 
Sam 


Stewart, of Highland county, Ohio, 
which saved the Second Ohio regi- 
ment from destruction by the Mexi- 
cans, and to give proper credit to 
that heroic 
officer.

Captain Fisher's story: 


Up to February 23, 1847, the Sec- 


ond Ohio had been guarding wagon 
trains along the route from Camargo 
to Monterey, a distance of about 185 
miles, for General Taylor's 
army, 


and was divided into three detach- 
ments—one under Major 
AVall 
at 


Point Aguda, about 12Q miles east of 
Monterey; another under Colonel G. 
W. Morgan, ten miles nearer to Mon- 
terey, at Saralvo, and the third at 
Marine, about 25 miles from Mon- 
terey, under Lieutenant Colonel Ir- 
win. I was with the detachment at 
'oint Aguda under Major Wall. 


About 8 o'clock on the evening of 


February 23, 1847, a man who was 
known as "the long-haired Texas ex- 
press rider," three other Texans and 
wo Mexican guides brought an order 
from General Taylor to burn all our 
supplies that could not be brought 
with us and make a forced march to 
reinforce him at Buena Vista, at the 
>ame time notifying us that 7000 
Mexicans were between us and Mon- 
erey. under Generals

We had but one wagon, 
rhich we filled with arms and am- 


munition, and in an hour's time, with
